DEALING WITH THE TIGERS. 


If blind tigers are to be permitted to 
store their wares with immunity from search; 
and if trains running from Florida—which is 
“wet’—into Georgia are without hindrance 
permitted to bring in all the liquors that 


Passengers might carry, unquestionably pro- 


hibition. states have a serious situation to 
cope with. 

Several days ago the Atlanta chief of 
police complained that the municipal court 
refused even to issue warrants for the 
search of premises suspected of being blind 
tiger supply depots, on the grounds that 
liquor is not property. Notwithstanding the 
court’s alleged refusal to issue a warrant in 
a specific instance, search of the suspected 
premises was made and 100 quarts of liquor 
Were found! 

Since then Judge. Thomas, of the Atlanta 
municipal court, has made it clear that the 


‘warrant in question was refused under a 


misapprehension, and that hereafter the 
municipal court will.issue search warrants 
in all cases in which there is ‘‘reasonable 
suspicion” that the premises to be searched 
contain liquor in violation of the law. 

The city attorney of Columbus, Ga., how- 
ever, evidently takes the position that a 


j search warrant can legally be issued only 


to search for stolen goods, which, of course, 
would not apply to premises used for the 
storing of liquor for illegal sale. 

Out of all the mass of opinion and counter 
opinion one fact stands out boldly: That 
the authorities have got to go after the blind 
tiger with a hard hand and make it so hot 
for him as to give him to understand that he 
will no longer be tolerated in Georgia! 

The first step to this end should be to 
put a stop to compromising and the permit- 
ting of convicted offenders to get themselves 
disentangled from the law by the payment 
of a few dollars. 

Unfortunately, the policy of “punishment” 
by fines is likely to continue just so long as 
our abominable fee system lasts. This sys- 
tem simply puts a bonus on officers’ settling 
cases of the blind tiger category for a cash 
consideration, restoring to the violators their 
liberty to go back and continue their re- 
munerative illicit business. And the state 
itself gets not a dollar of the funds thus col- 
lected in fines, because it goes to the re- 
muneration of the officers of the law. 

The Muscogee county grand jury recom- 
mends the abolishment of the fines systern 
in dealing with blind tiger offenders, substi- 
tuting the chaingang for cash settlements. 

That recommendation is wholly in keep- 
ing with the requirements and with justice. 
The blind tiger ought to be made to under- 
stand that if he plies his trade his Inevitable 
and unalterable punishment will be the peni- 
tentiary! 

Then, in the second place, if existing law 
does not make it clear that officers have the 
right to search the premises of blind tiger 
suspects—the premises of a person who is 
under reasonable suspicion—the law ought 
to be changed accordingly. 

Regardless of the fact that the federal 
law forbidding the transportation of intoxt- 
cating liquors into prohibition territory is in 
effect, and is being obeyed so far as the 
wholegale business of the express companies 
is concerned, it is true that liquor is still 
finding its way into Georgia, and in great 
quantity! | 

Under existing conditions the blind tiger 
is becoming more bold day by day, and more 
defiant of the law—state and national. And 
things have progressed so far now as to 
have resolved themselves into the question 
of whether or not the state is going to as- 
sert itself and enforce its laws, or whether 
or not it is going to accept the evident theory 
of the tiger that he is bigger and more pow- 
erful than the state of Georgia and the fed- 
eral law combined! °

DRINKING WATER. 

There are a great many precautions about 
drinking water which have been handed qown 
to us by the medical authorities from away 
back yonder. We respect medical authority 
—wWhen it agrees with our own opinions— 
but when we are thirsty we drink, and noth- 
_ but water. We like it clear, fresh and 
cold, and we always endeavor to make sure 
that there are no &yphoid bacilli, cholera 
spirilla, dysentery amoebae or other undeastr- 
able ingredients in it. And we do dislike to 
pay money for drinking water; that is, for 
water out of a bottle. It always seems euch a 
shameful extravagance when a man buys a 
glass of water to drink, when tap water, in 
any city or town. is perfectly potable or may 
be easily rendered perfectly safe to drink 
| Boiling the water is one good old standby, 
if there is any question about its pollution 
with disease-producing organisms. But 
boiled water is distasteful to some people. If 
another means of disinfection is desired, the 
use of a good. fresh bleaching pow der— 
chlorinated lime, or, as it is often called, 
“chloride of lime'’—which should come only 
In tight tin cans and when opened should not 
Kive off very intense chlorine odor To 
render any water safe to drink, add to each 
fallon 5 grains of chlorinated ime: clear lake 
vr mountain water will require only a grain 
or two for each gallon This amount does not 
materially injure the taste of the water, yet 
makes it- safe to drink if vou are in doubt of 
its purity. And you must always be in doubt 
of water from springs or streams or lakes in 
inhabited sections.
